EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 87-27

WHEREAS, Public Law 18-6 authorized the sale of
prepaid 1legal services on Guam and was later amended by
Public Law 18-49, which authorized the Director of Revenue
and Taxation to promulgate regulations relating to prepaid
legal services; and

WHEREAS, the Director, pursuant to Public Law 18-49,
issued proposed regulations relating to prepaid legal
insurance; and

WHEREAS, after providing statutory notice of a
hearing on the regulations, a hearing thereon was held
pursuant to the Administrative Adjudication Law of June 22,
1987; and

WHEREAS, at this hearing several comments were
received from representatives of Guam's legal community, as
well as the prepaid legal service industry; and

WHEREAS, the proposed regulations were revised to
reflect the concerns and suggestions that were expressed in
the testimony received at the hearing; and

WHEREAS, I have determined that the promulgation of
the regulations in final form will be in the best interest of
the people of the Territory of Guam.

NOW, THEREFORE, I, JOSEPH F. ADA, Governor of Guam,
by virtue of the authority vested in me by the laws of Guam,
hereby approve and promulgate the regulations, attached
hereto, to be effective forty-five (45) calendar days from
the date of filing with the Legislative Secretary.
